While  this  list  of  books  is  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  teachers  when 
selecting  supplementary  reading  for  pupils  in  the  Entrance  Classes,  it  is  also 
commended  to  parents  as  a  guide  in  choosing  books  for  the  home  library.  A 
copy  of  the  list  will  be  sent  on  request  to  any  person  resident  in  the  Province.
